5 cops 
shot in N J. 
gunfight

JERSEY CITY Five police officers were shot— two 
of them critically wounded— in a running gun- 
fight Thursday morning that began during a police 
stakeout of two armed robbery suspects in New 
Jersey’s second-largest city 

Both suspects were killed in the shootout, which 
began on the street about 5 a.m. and ended when 
SWAT officers fought their way into an apartment 
where the man and woman had taken cover. The 
officers were met by shotgun blasts that ripped 
through the apartment building’s walls and doors. 

Marlon Harrison said gunshots echoed off the 
alley wall outside his apartment window. 

“It was like the Army out there,” Harrison said. 

Doctors at Jersey City Medical Center said the 
most seriously injured officer was in full cardiac 
arrest with no signs of life when he arrived for treat- 
ment. Doctors had to bring him back to life “five 
or six times” before they could stabilize him, Jersey 
City Mayor Jerramiah Healy said. 

Dr. Bruno Molino, the chief of trauma at Jersey 
City Medical Center, said his team removed two 
“foreign objects” from the neck of the second offi- 
cer. He said the next 24 to 48 hours are pivotal for 
the survival of both men, who have been sedated 
and are in critical but stable condition. 

“These officers are extremely lucky to be alive,” 
said Molino, 37. “We’re very fortunate to be dis- 
cussing this at all.” 

The suspects were being sought in connection 
with an armed robbery last month in which they 
allegedly shot a man in the abdomen with the same 
shotgun. Police said the duo was suspected of simi- 
lar criminal activity in South Carolina.

Not much, 
Mayor Daley said Thursday after 
Chicago’s tallest building was 
officially renamed from Sears 
Tower to Willis Tower. Asked if

Boy, 8, shot while 
watching TV at home

When Walter Walker talks like a minister about 
his young son being hit by stray gunfire inside 
his own South Side home, the words flow 

WeVe got to stop the violence. 

Kids are killing kids. 

But ask him how he feels as a dad and he 
pauses for a good moment and shrugs his shoul- 
ders. 

“I can’t explain it,” says Walker, a minister at 
Wings of Heaven International Ministry for 
four years. “I can’t explain it.” 

On Thursday, his son, Jonmel Galloway, 8, 
was smiling and posing for photos, asking for 
his favorite pizza and playing video games with 
his older brother in a hospital room just a day 
after he was shot. 

The stray bullet had pierced a window on the 
family’s second-story apartment in Englewood 
as Jonmel was watching “Family Guy” on TV, 
according to family and Chicago police. 

Downstairs in the hospital lobby, his mother 
silently cried in the arms of a friend. And his 
father— a former gang member who says he has 
left that life— vowed to be at his side through 
what his doctor said will be a long and painful 
recovery The most difficult challenge he faces 
will be restoring his emotional health, the doc- 
tor said. 

“The only thing I can explain to him is {we’re] 
going to get over this together, and I am going 
to help you get over this,” said Walker. “We’re 
all supposed to be safe in our home, right? But 
it happens.” 

Jonmel was one of numerous victims shot 
Taesday night and early Wednesday morning in 
Chicago. According to unofficial figures com- 
piled from police and fire reports, three indi- 
viduals died from gun violence and seven were 
wounded. 

A ly-year-old was killed Wednesday night in 
Logan Square while he was walking on the street. 
A man, 29, was killed at 2:30 a.m. Thursday after 
he was shot while riding in a van in the 5900 
block of South LaSalle Street. And a 17-year-old 
was shot and killed in the 6400 block of South 
Eggleston Avenue just after midnight. 

Detectives still were searching for answers

about what led to the shooting in Jonmel’s 
apartment in the 6500 block of South Green 
Street, where he lives with three older broth- 
ers and his mother. She was asleep at the time 
of the shooting. So far, no witnesses have come 
forward with information, and investigators are 
not sure who was the target of the shooting, 
said Wentworth Area Cmdr. Patricia Walsh. 

“We are looking for help from the neighbor- 
hood,” Walsh said. 

Jonmel was alert when he arrived at University 
of Chicago Comers Children’s Hospital suffer- 
ing injuries to his left arm and chest from the 
shooting, said Dr. Tracy Koogler, the medical 
director of the pediatric intensive care unit. 

Jonmel, who loves baseball and starts the 
third grade in the fall, should make a full recov- 
ery, Koogler said. But the boy, nicknamed 
“Baby” because he’s the youngest in this family, 
was in pain and frightened, she said.

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Shootings by 
police on rise 

Chicago officers have fired their weapons 
more often this year compared with 2008

On Monda}^ Chicago police shot and killed a 23 -year-old man 
they said refused to drop his gun when police approached 
him in Chicago Lawn. 

On Tuesday police shot at but missed a 21-year-old man 
they said they saw running in an Avalon Park alley 
with a handgun. Later Tuesday evening, police shot 
and wounded a man they said hit a police officer with 
his car and led them on a chase that ended in Elgin. 
On Wednesday, police shot and wounded two men: one 
in West Pullman they said pointed a gun at an officer and a 
suspected jewelry store thief on the Near West Side. 

Shootings by police officers occur about three to four 
times a week, according to information obtained by 
RedEye through a Ereedom of Information Act request 
to the Independent Police Review Authority, which inves- 
tigates Chicago police-involved shootings. 

The data include shootings by on-duty and off-duty 
police officers, shootings with and without hits as 
well as shots fired on animals. 

RedEye ’s report comes a day after two police 
officers were shot and wounded as they execut- 
ed a search warrant on the South Side. Supt. 
Jody Weis addressed the shootings in a news 
conference Thursday afternoon. 

There were 91 police-involved shoot- 
ings from January through June 15 this 
year, RedEye found, up from 73 shoot- 
ings during the same period last year. 
Overall in 2008, there were 169 
police-involved shootings. 

Most of these shootings 
are concentrated west of 
Western Avenue or south 
of 47th Street, but a few, 
like this week’s Elgin 
shooting, occur outside 
the city

THE REVIEW PROCESS 

The Independent Police Review 
Authority shared with RedEye its 
protocol after an officer fires his 
or her weapon. 

» The Chicago Police 
Department typically notifies the 
IPRA minutes after the shooting. 
» If a person has been injured or 
killed, IPRA investigators begin 
an immediate investigation. 

» If no one has been struck, 
the IPRA decides whether to 
respond immediately. 

» At the scene, IPRA investigators 
gather evidence and identify 
potential witnesses. 

» As part of the preliminary 
investigation, members of the 
IPRA, the state’s attorney’s office 
and Chicago police meet for a 
roundtable discussion of the 
events leading to the shooting. 

» If the investigation reveals 
potential misconduct, the 
implicated officer is served with 
allegations of misconduct prior 
to his or her interview. 

» At the end of this investigation, 
the IPRA determines whether the 
officer’s conduct was consistent 
with police department policy. 

» If the IPRA finds any policy 
violations, the IPRA forwards its 
recommendation to the police 
department for review. 

» If there’s an injury or death, the 
state’s attorney’s office decides 
whether the shooting was legally 
justified or whether criminal 
charges should be brought 
against the officer.

The IPRA investigates all police-involved shootings to deter- 
mine whether the officer’s conduct violated police department 
rules. If a civilian is injured or killed, the state’s attorney’s office 
decides whether the shooting was legally justified.

Squid invade San Diego 


SAN DIEGO Tliousands of jumbo flying 
squid— aggressive 5-foot-long sea mon- 
sters with razor-sharp beaks and toothy ten- 
tacles— have invaded the shallow waters off 
San Diego, spooking scuba divers and wash- 
ing up dead on tourist-packed beaches. 

The carnivorous calamari, which can grow 
up to 100 pounds, came up from the depths 
last week, and swarms of them roughed up 
unsuspecting divers. Some divers report ten- 
tacles enveloping their masks and yanking at 
their cameras and gear. 


Stories of too-close encounters with the 
alien-like cephalopods have chased many 
veteran divers out of the water and created 
a whirlwind of excitement among the rest, 
who are torn between their personal safety 
and the once-in-a-lifetime chance to swim 
with the deep-sea giants. 

The so-called Humboldt squid are native 
to the deep waters off Mexico, where they 
have been known to attack humans and are 
nicknamed “red devils” for their rust-red col- 
oring and mean streak. Those who dive with 


them there chum the water with bait and 
sometimes get in a metal cage or wear chain 
mail to avoid being lashed by tentacles. 

“I wouldn’t go into the water with them for 
the same reason I wouldn’t walk into a pride 
of lions on the Serengeti,” said Mike Bear, a 
local diver. “For all I know. I’m missing the 
experience of a lifetime.” 

The squid are too deep to bother swim- 
mers and surfers, but many longtime divers 
say they are staying out of the surf until the 
sea creatures clear out. 




Politician 
arrested for^ 
rape comment 

NEW DELHI It was supposed to be the 
high point of her speech— to applause 
from her audience, a leading member of 
India’s ruling Congress Party suggested that 
a rival leader be raped so she can understand 
the plight of rape victims. 

The remark by Rita Bahuguna Joshi on 
Wednesday drew outrage: Within hours 
her house was burned down by protesters. 
On Thursday, she was put behind bars for 
14 days pending investigations. 

But none of it is likely to end Joshi’s career 
in the rough-and-tumble of Indian politics 
where such crass comments and personal 
attacks are not unusual. The Congress 
Party said it “regrets the personal elements” 
in Joshi’s comments but added there was no 
question of firing her.

Blackhawks introduce newest star on eve of fan convention

The first welcome for two of the newest Blackhawks, 
Marian Hossa and Tomas Kopecky, came on the way 
to the United Center from O’Hare. They got stuck in 
traffic. Get used to it. 

Actually, it’s been hectic around their new team all 
week. The man who lured Hossa and Kopecky to town. 
Dale Tallon, was ousted as general manager three days 
ago and replaced by Stan Bowman. 

“It’s hard for me to say because I wasn’t there,” Hossa 
said Thursday when asked about the change. “When I 
was signing I was talking to Dale and a few days after, 
you know, we sign Stan as the GM. But from what I 
understand. Dale is still going to be around, still going 
to be in the organization, which is great.” 

He might get a chance to see Tallon at this weekend’s 
2nd Annual Blackhawks Convention at the Chicago 
Hilton. Hossa is the organization’s newest star to show 
off, and he will be in the spotlight during the festivities, 
which are expected to draw around io,ooo fans. 

Hossa, 30, signed a 12-year, $62.8 million contract as 
a free agent, joining his fourth team in three seasons. 
He led the Detroit Red Wings with 40 goals last season 
and helped them beat the Blackhawks in the Western 
Conference finals.

Martin Havlat, their leading scorer last year. Havlat 
happens to be a friend of Hossa’s. 

“I talked to Marty, and he understood. He moves on, 
and I move on, and we’re still friends,” Hossa said. 

Hossa played two seasons ago with a young Pittsburgh 
Penguins team that lost to the Red Wings in the finals. 
Then last month, Pittsburgh beat Detroit, and Hossa 
was on the losing end of the Stanley Cup final again 
after his only season with the Red Wings. 

“It’s a hard feeling, but the good thing is that you 
are hungry for it and you feel you still want to reach 
that goal,” Hossa said. “Hopefully one year we can win 
it.” 

Both Hossa and Kopecky, who spent the past three 
seasons with the Red Wings, said they were impressed 
by the electricity of the United Center during the play- 
offs this spring and with the potential and tough play 
of the young Blackhawks. 

Asked if he might get a third straight chance at a 
Stanley Cup, Hossa was cautious. 

“It would be great to go the finals, but it is a long 
road,” the five-time All-Star said. “I’m definitely look- 
ing forward to it with this young team because with the

Potty-mouthed Sarah Silverman, the gang 
from “Eamily Guy,” the wacky boys of “Plight 
of the Conchords”— even the pot-smoking 
kooks on “Weeds” scored nominations for 
the 6ist annual Primetime Emmy Awards, 
Last year, Emmy let actors from cable 
series such as “Mad Men,” “Breaking Bad” 
and “Damages” slip past the velvet rope.

This comedy tells us right off the bat that hopeless 
romantic Tom (Joseph Gordon-Levitt) and com- 
mitment-phobe Summer (Zooey Deschanel, 
bewitching) don’t end up together.

A new airline for pets has taken off with weekly 
flights to five airports across the country 

Pet Airways launched Tuesday with a flight 
from Republic Airport in Farmingdale, N.Y 
The airline will fly pets between five major cit- 
ies— Chicago, New York, Washington, Denver 
and L.A. The $250 one-way fare is comparable 
to pet fees at the largest U.S. airlines. 

Flights on Pet Airways already are booked up 
for the next two months, according to husband- 
and-wife owners Alysa Binder and Dan Wiesel. 

Dogs and cats will fly in the main cabin of a 
Suburban Air Freight plane, retooled and lined 
with carriers in place of seats. Pets (about 50 
on each flight) will be escorted to the plane by 
attendants that will check on the animals every 
15 minutes during flight. The pets also are given 
pre-boarding walks and bathroom breaks. And 
at each of the five airports it serves, the com- 
pany has created a “Pet Lounge” for future fliers 
to wait and sniff before flights.

The carrier will not 
transport human pas- 
sengers other than 
crew and attendants 
to care for the ani- 
mals during flights. 

Pet owners will have 
to fly separately The 
company will oper- 
ate out of smaller, 
regional airports like 
Midway, which will 
mean an extra trip for most owners dropping 
off their pets if they are flying too. Stops in cities 
along the way means the pets will take longer to 
reach a destination than their owners. 

A trip from New Tbrk to L.A., for example, 
will take about 24 hours. On that route, pets 
will stop in Chicago, have a bathroom break, 
play time, dinner, and bunk for the night before 
finishing the trip the next day 

Amanda Hickey of Portland, Ore., is one of 


the new airline’s first customers. Her seven-year- 
old terrier-pinscher mix Mardi and 2-year-old 
puggle Penny are taking their first flight soon. 

Hickey said the service was a welcome alterna- 
tive to flying her dogs in cargo when she trans- 
plants them from her soon-to-be Denver home 
to Chicago to stay while she and her fiance travel 
to Aruba to get married. 

“For a little bit more money, I have peace of 
mind,” she said.
